The  Conservation  Commission,  as  in  the  past,  reviewed  all 
Dredge  and  Fill  permits  issued  for  activities  in  the  town  of  Straf- 
ford. These  included  construction  of  ponds,  retaining  walls,  correct- 
ing drainage  problems;  and,  in  one  case,  the  construction  of  a  home 
electrical  generating  facility. 

In  last  year's  annual  report,  the  Commission  requested  that 
any  persons  interested  in  donating  land  to  the  town,  to  be  managed 
by  the  Conservation  Commission,  contact  any  member  of  the  Com- 
mission for  complete  information. 

The  Strafford  Conservation  Commission  is  pleased  to  announce 
the  acquisition  of  an  additional  375  acres,  located  on  Parker  Mount- 
ain near  the  present  Town  Forest.  A  multi-use  management  plan  will 
be  developed  for  this  parcel,  to  miximize  the  benefit  of  its  resources 
to  the  people  of  the  town  of  Strafford. 

In  addition,  two  members  of  the  Commission  served  on  the 
Dump  Committee,  to  develop  a  plan  to  manage  the  solid  waste 
problem.  One  member  attended  a  five-session  course  on  Community 
Planning  and  Development. 

The  Strafford  Conservation  Commission  extends  its  sincere 
thanks  to  the  town  and  its  citizens  for  their  help  during  the  past 
year.  Members  wish  to  emphasize  that  the  input  of  all  towns- 
people into  the  activities  of  the  Commission  would  be  welcome  and 
appreciated.

The  department  received  its  new  truck  on  May  1st.  It  has 
proven  to  be  a  very  fine  piece  of  equipment  and  has  really  improved 
the  fire  fighting  capabilities  of  the  department. 

During  the  year  the  men  raised  over  $1,200.00  which  was 
spent  on  equipment  to  put  on  the  new  truck  and  one  other.  The 
equipment  included  a  3000  watt  generator,  2  -  500  watt  floodlights, 
1  smoke  ejector,  3-100  foot  lengths  of  cord  with  twist  lock  con- 
nectors, 10  hose  straps,  1  siren,  a  cover  for  the  hose  bed  of  the  new 
truck,  gear  for  the  men  and  some  small  tools. 

Thirteen  men  attended  state  instructed  fire  schools  at  Laconia 
and  Keene. 

The  department  was  accepted  as  a  member  of  The  Suncook 
Valley  Mutual  Aid  Association  at  their  November  meeting.  This  will 
allow  us  to  meet  and  drill  with  other  area  departments  and  have  a 
better  knowledge  of  their  capabilities.  We  will  also  be  receiving  a 
list  of  all  the  equipment  of  each  member  department  which  is  very 
helpful  if  special  equipment  is  needed  at  a  fire.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is 
a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibihty.  Local  authorities  recom- 
mend names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one 
person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town 
or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  out- 
side fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a 
written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such 
times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  or- 
ganization in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics. 
The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  sup- 
pression and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one 
of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States 
for  the  past  20  years.

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RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL 
ANNUAL  REPORT  1976 

The  past  year  has  seen  as  increase  in  services  provided  by  the  RDHC. 
As  the  federal  government  continues  to  shorten  the  length  of  time  allowed  the 
patient  to  stay  in  the  hospital  there  is  an  increased  need  for  health  care  in  the 
horrie.  The.  RDHC  continues  to  qualify  as  a  certified  home  health  agency,  im- 
plementing procedures  to  continue  to  provide  quality  care. 

This  is  the  third  year  the  agency  has  supported  the  Referral  Coordinator 
at  Frisbie  Memorial  Hospital.  Mrs.  Marie  Dexter,  R.N.  is  seeing  an  increased  need 
and  receiving  more  referrals  from  doctors,  nurses  and  families  for  home  health 
care  after  hospital  stay. 

The  Council  continues  to  provide  home  health  aide  service  through  the 
contract  of  the  Strafford  County  Home  Health  Aide  Association.  And  also  with 
the  resignation  of  Joan  Menez,  to  further  her  education,  the  Council  hired  two 
part  time  home  health  aides  in  order  to  cover  the  area  more  economically. 
Gail  LaRosa  who  covers  the  areas  of  Farmington,  Milton,  Middleton  and  New 
Durham,  while  Roberta  LaFrenier  covers  the  Northwood,  Nottingham,  Deer- 
field,  Barrington  and  Strafford  areas.  This  enables  the  Council  to  better  util- 
ize the  professional  staff  while  continuing  to  provide  quality  care. 

The  agency's  priority  is  skilled  nursing  service,  but  the  agency  staff 
conduct  adult  screening  clinics  monthly  in  Northwood,  Farmington  and  this 
past  year  started  a  program  at  the  Milton  Health  Center  with  a  case  load  of 
221.  With  38  cases  referred  for  further  treatment.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  need- 
ed service. 

The  staff  also  participates  in  the  after  care  program  in  cooperation  with 
the  Strafford  Guidance  Center  and  Seacoast  Counseling  Center.  Twice  a  month 
the  Strafford  Guidance  holds  group  counseling  at  the  office,  and  because  trans- 
portation is  such  a  problem  this  has  been  a  great  help  to  the  patients. 

This  year  with  the  nationwide  immunization  program  for  the  Swine  flu 
the  council  organized  two  clinics  regionally  to  cover  its  member  towns.  This 
involved  many  hours  of  planning  and  organizing  for  the  clinic  manager,  but  both 
clinics  were  a  great  success,  with  1,139  immunized  at  the  Farmington  clinic 
and  663  at  the  Northwood  clinic. 

The  Maternal  Child  Health  Program  is  a  very  active  one  providing  physical 
examinations,  immunizations  and  dental  care  for  children  0—6  yrs.  enrolled 
in  the  Well  Child  Clinics.  The  agency  staff  also  provides  home  visiting  to  the 
patients  of  the  Strafford  County  Prenatal  and  Family  Planning,  and  the  Exeter 
Area  Family  Planning  program. 
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RURAL  DISTRICT  HEALTH  COUNCIL  REPORT  (cont.) 


The  strength  of  the  Council  lies  in  the  efficiency  and  dedication  of  its 
staff.  With  the  resignation  of  Cynthia  Blood,  Myrtle  Walsh  and  Lucy  Myers 
within  the  year  the  Council  has  been  very  fortunate  to  add  to  their  staff  Mary 
Timmons,  R.N.  and  Joann  Pearson,  R.N.,  B.S.N.  Members  of  the  professional 
staff  are  Mrs.  Ardala  Houle,  R.N.  Supervisor  Director,  Miss  Arlene  Thome, 
R.N.  Assist.  Supervisor  and  Maternal  Child  Health  nurse,  Mrs.  Marie  Dexter ,R.N. 
Referral  Coordinator,  Mrs.  Barbara  Drew,  R.N.  Mrs.  Mary  Timmons,  R.N., 
Mrs.  Joann  Pearson,  R.N.,  B.S.N. ,  Mrs.  Kathleen  Hansen  RPT.  The  office  duties 
are  handled  with  ease  by  Mrs.  Norma  Davis  and  Mrs.  Eleanor  Eaton. 

As  a  result  of  the  inflationary  times  and  increase  in  services  provided,  it 
has  been  necessary,  therefore,  to  increase  the  per  capita  request  from  each  town 
to  $1.35  to  enable  the  Council  to  continue  to  provide  these  greatly  needed 
services. 

During  the  past  year  the  Council  has  made  439  home  visits  and  74  Well 
Child  visits  with  a  grand  total  of  513  for  the  town  of  Strafford.

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REPORT  OF  RECREATION  COMMISSION 

Attendance  at  the  beaches  during  our  June  28  —  September  6, 
1976  season  was  hght  because  of  cool  and  cloudy  weather,  but  the 
swimming  program  that  we  took  over  from  SAY  took  up  the  slack 
with  two  sessions,  each  of  three  5-day  teaching  weeks  plus  a  make- 
up week.  113  youngsters  participated  and  80  of  them  qualified 
for  Red  Cross  certificates.  Doug  Sumner,  a  certified  instructor 
(WSl),  put  in  most  of  his  time  teaching  and  there  was  no  general 
supervision  of  the  beaches  during  instruction  hours. 

The  second  lifeguard,  Joe  Quirion  (ALS),  worked  weekends,  at- 
tended the  State's  lifeguard  training  program  at  Bear  Hill  Camp 
under  our  sponsorship  and  kept  the  beaches  clean  and  the  grass  cut. 
An  allotment  from  the  American  Red  Cross  provided  funds  for  first 
aid  and  safety  equipment,  including  six  kickboards  which  arrived 
too  late  but  will  serve  in  the  future. 

There  were  no  special  problems.  Only  minor  vandalism  and  one 
slight  injury  were  reported.  Boat  owners  cooperated  by  not 
launching  or  landing  during  posted  hours  and  townspeople  were 
helpful  and  cooperative,  especially  neighbors  in  the  beach  area. 
The  Bow  Lake  Community  Club  again  let  us  store  gear  in  the  Grange 
Hall.  In  October  Dr.  Shiere  had  the  remaining  gate  house  removed 
and  restored.  The  chemical  tmlets  were  placed  as  unobtrusively  as 
possible.  Trash  barrels  intended  for  use  by  beach  visitors  were  heavily 
used  by  others  and  became  an  eyesore  and  nuisance  despite  regular 
attention.  The  Recreation  Commission  is  asking  to  be  relieved  of 
responsibility  for  them,  as  we  did  not  originally  have  it  and  cannot 
exercise  control  outside  of  our  limited  hours  and  brief  season. 

In  June  1975  a  commission  appointed  by  Governor  and  Council 
held  a  hearing  on  public  access  to  Bow  Lake  —  a  boat  launching 
ramp.  We  have  heard  nothing  from  them  and,  pending  their  report, 
have  made  no  plans  involving  the  Recreation  Fund.  It  was  to  provide 
a  town  dock  and  possibly  fencing  for  the  beach  area  so  that  admis- 
sions could  be  charged  to  make  it  self-sustaining. 
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REPORT  OF  RECREATION  COMMISSION  (cont.) 

For  1977  we  are  asking  for  a  larger  appropriation  to  provide 
some  lifeguard  coverage  while  instruction  is  going  on,  plus  a  few 
hours  a  week  for  an  informal  athletic  program,  $50,  for  grounds  and 
miscellaneous;  total  $2,290.  Net  cost  to  the  Town  will  be  reduced 
by  an  estimated  $300.  from  fees  charged  for  instruction  which 
will  be  increased  to  $3.  for  each  three  week  session  (from  $2.). 
The  estimated  cost  of  our  proposed  program  for  1977  will  thus  be 
$1,990,  compared  to  $1,448.50  in  1976,  omitting  the  cost  of 
rubbish  disposal  in  both  years. 

The  Commission  invites  people  to  attend  its  meetings,  which 
are  held  in  the  Town  office  on  dates  announced  in  the  calendar. 
We  solicit  constructive  criticism  and  suggestions  for  additional  pro- 
grams or  activities  of  benefit  to  the  Town.

One  of  the  most  far-reaching  laws  to  be  passed  in  recent  years  in  terms 
of  the  impact  it  will  have  on  local  school  district  budgets  is  PL  94-142.  This 
Federal  law  requires  that  each  school  district  will  file  an  individual  plan  denoting 
how  handicapped  children  will  be  educated,  either  within  or  on  a  tuition  basis 
outside  of  the  district.  In  addition,  the  district  will  be  responsible  for  the  sub- 
mission of  an  individual  pupil  plan  which  will  specify  the  educational  program 
for  each  child.  PL  94-142,  in  conjunction  with  RSA  186  has  important  impli- 
cations for  school  districts  across  the  state.  It  will  soon  become  appropriate 
for  the  school  district  to  establish  a  comprehensive  educational  program  for 
handicapped  children  within  the  Strafford  School  system. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
AND  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS  (cont.) 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Strafford  School,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Barrington  Schools,  was  the  recipient  of  a  federal  Title  IV  —  ESEA  (Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  Act)  grant  entitled  PROJECT  STAY  this  past  summer. 
This  grant  in  the  amount  of  $3,200.00  has  enabled  the  faculty  in  Grades  1-3 
to  increase  their  teaching  techniques  and  skill  regarding  the  early  identification 
of  achievement  levels  of  children  experiencing  learning  difficulties.  In  addition, 
the  teachers  received  specialized  training  from  this  project  which  increased  their 
ability  to  implement  individualized  instruction  in  Mathematics  and  Reading 
designed  to  correct  specific  learning  deficiencies.  Mr.  Boyle  reports  that  this 
training  has  been  eagerly  received  by  the  staff  members  and  that  the  children 
are  receiving  much  benefit  from  it. 

In  closing,  the  writer  would  note  that  the  children  of  Strafford  are  very 
fortunate  to  have  their  education  being  guided  by  such  competent  individuals 
as  presently  serve  on  the  School  Board,  as  faculty  members,  and  as  their  prin- 
cipal. The  School  reflects  good  teacher  morale  and  excellent  interrelationships 
as  a  result,  which  can  have  only  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  education  of  Strafford 
children. 

I  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  and  support  we 
have   received   from   the  people,  the  School  Board  members,  pupils  and  staff.

The  health  education  program  for  our  students  provides  inform- 
ation on  nutrition,  personal  hygiene,  dental  care,  safety,  communic- 
able diseases,  life  education,  and  the  use  of  films,  film  strips,  records, 
special  programs  and  guest  speakers  whenever  possible. 

This  year  some  of  our  programs  were: 

An  interesting  program  "The  Cow  and  Calf  to  School",  was 
brought  to  Strafford  by  the  New  England  Dairy  and  Food  Council, 
to  the  delight  of  the  1-6  grade  students. 

A  unit  on  Smoking,  for  the  4-8  grades,  using  films  and  film 
strips.  Grades  7-8  worked  in  their  sicence  classes,  doing  experiments, 
making  reports  and  posters  and  heard  a  speaker  from  the  T.B.  Lung 
Association. 

The  S.A.Y.  sponsored  the  dental  prophylaxis  clinic,  with 
Anne  Huckins  as  hygienist,  once  again  providing  care  to  146  stu- 
dents. 

A  drug  program  was  given  to  7-8  grades  by  Captain  James 
Rowe,  of  the  Dover  Police  Department. 

Twenty -two,  sixth  grade  students,  took  part  in  a  baby  sitting 
workshop. 

It  remains  the  goal  of  the  health  services  to  promote  within 
our  students  the  value  of  strong  and  healthy  bodies  and  an  alert 
and  active  mind.  My  appreciation  to  parents,  staff  and  school  board, 
for  their  support  of  our  health  education  programs.
